the United Kingdom remained 
practically stationary 

During the 12 months ended Oc- 
tober 31, this year, exports to the 
United Kingdom were valued at 
$393,174,660 while for the same 
period ending October, 1923, export 
values totalled $897,084,396 Im- 
ports from Great Britain during the 
past 12 months were valued = ut 
$149,249,747 and during the pre- 
ceeding 12 months at $155,106,66¢, 
In the i2-month period under re- 
view, the export cattle trade in. 
creased from 60,785 head to 72,079 
head; butter exportation increased 
from 4,800,000 pounds to 18,000,000 
pounds.
